JAN VAN DER GUCHT 

This will be Jan Van der Sucht's 
third visit as vocal adjudicator. He was 
born in England and educated at Forest 
School. He obtained his first profes¬ 
sional engagement after an audition 
with the BBC and it was with the BBC 
a year or so later that he was engaged 
to sing the Tenor lead in "A Village 
Romeo and Juliet" by Delius, with Sir 
Thomas Beecham conducting. This lead 
to BBC work of many kinds, including 
recitals, Oratorio and Opera. 

This was followed by engagements 
with the Royal Choral Society, the Halle 
and the Huddersfield Choral Society, 
the Liverpool Philharmonic and the Bach 
Choir and most of the Choral Societies 
and Music Clubs throughout the British 
Isles. 


SIDNEY HARRISON 

Mr. Harrison has had two previous 
adjudicating tours across Canada. 

He has been in front of the public 
from the age of 13, when he appeared 
at Queen's Hall. 

He trained at the Guildhall School 
of Music and Drama, where, when still 
in his early twenties, was appointed a 
professor on the staff. Over the years 
he built up an enviable reputation as a 
pianist. 

During World War II, he led a busy 
life, playing and conducting along with 
Civil Defense duties, and travelling at 
the request of the Educational Depart¬ 
ment of the Armed Forces. 

Since 1949 has also been active on 
British Radio and Television, playing 
and lecturing.
